n few years ago that the handling of 
soiled paper money was extremely dan- 
gerous on account of the bacteria that 
may adhere to it. The fact is that 
bank tellers do not share this aversion, 
nor do they present evidence of ex- 
ceptional liability to infectious dis- 
eases. 
It lias been positively ascer- 


tained and published in the Popular 
Science Monthly that paper money con- 
stitutes an unimportant factor in the 
transmission of disease. While clean 
paper money satisfies our esthetic 
sense, it has not been proved that 
soiled money is likely to become a me- 
dium of disease transmission. 


With regard to hooks, it is the cus- 


tom to disinfect them, when soiled, by 
exposure to sunlight and air. but it is 
a fact that the h.vgieiilc laboratory of 
Johns Hopkins has not found germs of 
diphtheria, for instance, on books com- 
ing- from homes in which children had 
been suffering from this disease. The 
fact is that the majority of bacteria 
found on books are the same as those 
found In atmospheric air. and that the 
colon bacterium, which is frequently 
found on the hands of schoolchildren, 
has rarely been found on the books 
they handle. There is really no ma- 
terial risk Involved In the reissue of 
books recfntly read by consumptives, 
unless the books are obviously soiled, 
and even then tBe risks are very slight. 
Since, 
however, 
bacteria like the 


typhoid and diphtheria organism have 
boon occasionally discovered on arti- 
ficially infected books, there may he 
good reason for subjecting all returned 
books to direct sunlight before redis- 
tribution.

Led to Inquiries as to Where It 


Can Be Had. 


There Is a perpetual and Increas- 


ing demand for canned fish 
of all 


sorts. The utilization of the dogfish, 
or grayflsh, us It Is more 
politely 


called, has added to the opportuni- 
ties of the eastern dinners, but those 
on the Pacific coast are looking to the 
westward for u still further supply. 
The jellovv and blue fin tuna (known 
us the horse mackerel when, they ap- 
pear in eastern waters), the dolphin 
anil bonita are plentiful In Hawaiian 
waters, and Pacific coast dinners are 
making inquiries as to the possibility 
of securing a catch large enough to 
warrant the establishment of 
can- 


neries on the islands. 


The commercial fisheries of Hawaii 


are almost exclusively in the hands 
of the Japanese. 
A few years ago 


they formed small companies to oper- 
ate hand-propelled sampans. These 
brought tlie fish to the Hawaiian mar- 
kets, whore the catch was sold at auc- 
tion. Tlie gasoline boats have taken 
the place of those propelled by oars 
or sails and these have a steaming 
radius of a thousand miles. They are 
equipped with ice chambers, so that 
the flsh may be kept from four to sis 
days.

One company controls 150 


Japanese boats and another 40. The 
tuna at present prices, retailing at 10 
to 20 cents a pound. Is too costly to 
permit of canning with profit.

Authority Say* People Are Allowing 


Themselves to Be Needlessly Wor- 


ried Over the Subject 


To timid Individuals a recent arti- 


cle in the Journal of the American 
Medical association on "Bacteria on 
Paper Money and Books" may bring 
comfort. 


The Sun has endeavored to present 


only the most reliable scientific as- 
pect of the subject of germ diseases, 
because the usual hasty generaliza- 
tions of science and baseless asser- 
tions which continually appear in print 
under tho guise of scientific authority 
sooner or later redound to the dis- 
credit of real progress. An unwar- 
ranted skepticism is aroused and the 
distrust of an obvious misstatcmeut 
unconsciously becomes magnified into 
a reactionary indifference to the better 
contributions of scientific men. 
The 


championship of half or conjectured 
truths inevitably acts in the course of 
time as a barrier to the very objects 
which are sought in public reforms, 
for in the end truth always prevails. 


Some years ago tho Sun called at- 


tention to tile erroneous idea that tu- j 
berculosis may lie contracted by per- j 
sons using the telephone mouthpiece 
which has been used by many others. 
We showed that the postmaster gener- 
al of Great Britain had the mouth- 
pieces on the telephone under his con- 
trol examined bacteriologically. with 
the result of no disease germs being 
discovered upon them. The Journal 
comments upon the popular opinion of 
a few years ago that the handling of 
soiled paper money was extremely dan- 
gerous on account of the bacteria that 
may adhere to it. The fact is that 
bank tellers do not share this aversion, 
nor do they present evidence of ex- 
ceptional liability to infectious dis- 
eases. 
It has been positively ascer- 


tained nnd published in the Popular 
Science Monthly that paper money con- 
stitutes an unimportant factor in the 
transmission of disease. While clean 
paper money satisfies our esthetic 
sense, it has not been proved that 
soiled money is likely to become a me- 
dium of disease transmission. 


With regard to books, it is the cus- 


tom to disinfect them, when soiled, by 
exposure to sunlight and air, but it is 
a fart that the h.vgienic laboratory of 
Johns Hopkins has not found germs of 
diphtheria, for instance, on books com- 
ing from homes in which children had 
been suffering from this disease. The 
fact is that the majority of bacteria 
found on books are the same as those 
found In atmospheric air. and that the 
colon bacterium, which is frequently 
found on the hands of schoolchildren, 
has rarely been found on the books 
they handle. There Is really no ma- 
terial risk involved in the reissue of 
books recfntly read by consumptives, 
unless the books are obviously soiled, 
and even then tlTe risks are very slight. 
Since, 
however, 
bacteria like the 


typhoid and diphtheria organism have 
been occasionally discovered on arti- 
ficially Infected books, there may be 
good reason for subjecting nil returned 
books to direct sunlight before redis- 
tribution. 


Practically the danger from soiled 


money nnd books Is no more obvious 
than the danger from the mouthpiece 
of the telephone.—Ne<v York Sun.

which lead to his fullest development, 
Pearce Bailey, M. D., writes in Scrib- 
ner's.

when he reaches the period when he 
should begin to prepare for his life 
work is convicted by his own indif- 
ference «f not being first class.

Led to Inquiries as to Where It 


Can Be Had. 


There Is a perpetual and Increas- 


ing demand for canned flsh of all 
sorts. The utilization of the dogfish, 
or grayflsh, as it is more 
politely 


called, has added to the opportuni- 
ties of the eastern canners, but those 
on the Pacific coast are looking to the 
westward for a still further supply. 
The jellovv and blue fin tuna (known 
as the horse mackerel when, they ap- 
pear in eastern waters), the dolphin 
and bonita are plentiful in Hawaiian 
waters, and Pacific coast canners are 
making inquiries as to the possibility 
of securing a catch large enough to 
warrant the establishment of can- 
neries on the islands. 


The commercial fisheries of Hawaii 


nre almost exclusively in the hands 
of the Japanese. 
A few years ago 


they formed small companies to oper- 
ate hand-propelled 
sampans. These 


brought the fish to the Hawaiian mar- 
kets, whore the catch was sold at auc- 
tion. The gasoline boats have taken 
the place of those propelled by oars 
or sails and these have a steaming 
radius of a thousand miles. They are 
equipped with Ice chambers, so that 
the fish may be kept from four to sis 
days. 


Large 
corporations

One company controls 150 


Japanese boats and another 40. The 
tuna at present prices, retailing at 10 
to 20 cents a pound, is too costly to 
permit of canning with profit. 
The 


liouita sells at 3 cents or less and 
might be used to advantage, as it is 
very plentiful.

fully Invite all the remaining officers 
and soldiers of the Revolution in this 
and the neighboring towns to join the 
citizens In celebrating the anniversary 
of our national independence on Satur- 
day the Fourth of July next. They are 
requested to meet at the Washington 
house on the morning of said day.—Is- 
sue, June 22, 1835. 


The presentation of a standard by 


the Indies of this community to the 
Nashua guards will add much to the 
interest of the coming celebration of 
the Fourth. We anticipate for those 
who take part an excellent and highly 
Interesting celebration. 


Its coming was welcomed with ap- 


propriate manifestations of joy and 
rejoicing through the medium of bells 
anil cannon. The procession formed 
under direction of Capt. Thomas G. 
Buck, as chief marshal, with able as- 
sistants, at half-past ten on the green, 
near Tyler's Coffee house, aud pro- 
ceeded under escort of the Nashua 
guards commanded by Capt. Daniel M. 
Flsk, to the Oval, where the standard 
was presented by Miss Ann G. Smllh, 
assisted by Misses Belinda Gibson and 
Sarah Knowlton, her aids. It was ac- 
cepted by Ensign Sheldon. 


Procession then moved to Rev. Mr. 


Nott's church. Order of exercises:
